YVERrY extensive deposits of sulphur
have be2n found in California, but for
some reason the workiug of the beds have
not been profitable. Surprised at this
fact the San Franeiscon “RBulletin® says :
—*“In the region of Clear Like we hear
that the work of preparing sulpbur for
warket has been abandomed in several
instances. An inexhaustible sulphur bed
ought to be a desirable property. Accord
ing to Ex-Commissioner Wells forty seven
willions of pounds of sulphuruare annually
imported into the United States. The
duty on crude sulphur is siz dollars a ton
and ou refined ten dollars.  The bulk of
the sulpbur used in the Upited States is
brought from ihe coast of Sicily, where it
is obtained for a little advence on the cost
of colleeting. But to this must be added
the duties nnd freight money. It has
been stated that the annuzl consumption
of sulphur in California is six hundred
tons, which equals one fourth of the
amouut imported into the Untied States,
The production of refined sulphur in this
State ouglit to be a profitable busioess.”
